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STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


IN BOARD OF RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 


ConcorpD, November 30, 1900. 


In the matter of the petition of the Boston & Maine Railroad 
appealing from a vote of the Town of Plaistow requiring protection of 
crossings in said town, and asking for an examination of said crossings 
and a decision of the question whether the public good requires the 
protection demanded, or any other. 


A hearing was had at the passenger station in Plaistow Novy. 21, 
1900, when the town was represented by its Selectmen and a large 
number of citizens, and the railroad by its counsel. An examination 
was had and all testimony offered was heard. ‘These facts appeared : 
There are six grade crossings upon the B. & M. railroad in Plaistow. 
Three of these are now protected by gates or flagmen, and the vote of 
the town was that “each and every” other should be protected by a 
flagman within thirty days. The three to which this vote referred are 
known as the Willow Tree, Witch Lane and Cheney crossings. Witch 
Lane was formerly a path, but is now a highway, and is ‘considerably 
used by those who have erected houses upon the west side of the track ; 
but the travel upon it is much less than that upon the others. There 
is no agreement among the citizens of the town who testified as to 
which crossing is the most dangerous, each contending that the one 
used by him is the one which should have special protection. Thirty- 
two years ago, a man was killed upon the Witch Lane, and twelve or 
fifteen years ago, another upon the Willow Tree crossing, both while 
driving their horses. Last January a third, who rushed down Witch 
Lane on foot in front of a train, was killed. ‘There has been no fatality 
upon the Cheney crossing, although the travel there is heavier than 
upon the others. Several narrow escapes were testified to. Much of 
the testimony related to the neglect of engineers to give the crossing

whistles required by law, and to the obstruction of the view of the 
track by a pile of wood at Cheney’s crossing which was put there last 
spring by one of the Selectmen, but has since been removed. ‘That 
much of the evidence was colored by personal hostility against the 
Board of Selectmen was apparent. 


The crossings in Plaistow do not differ materially from about nine 
hundred others in New Hampshire. ‘They are dangerous, as all grade 
crossings are, and if they were the only ones to be considered, their 
protection by flagmen or gates might reasonably be required. It is 
the established policy to abolish grade crossings and add to the num- 
ber of those with special protection as fast as may be, but all that is 
desirable can not be accomplished in a day or a year, and while we 
are making progress, it is but just and fair that the improvements 
should be distributed among the towns of the state. Half of Plaistow’s 
crossings are specially protected. That the other half should be, while 
those in other towns just as dangerous are left unguarded, would be 
unjust, and we do not feel warranted in ordering any change at present 
in that town. 3 


The regulation crossing whistles should be and must be sounded, 
and we recommend that the Superintendent of the road see to it that 
this is done. The view at Cheney’s crossing should not be obstructed 
by wood-piles, and the Selectmen and officials of the railroad must, so 
far as it lies in their power, prevent this.

PLAISTOW PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The Librarian’s report is as follows : 


Thirty-seven cards have been issued, making a total of three 
- hundred fifty-eight since the library was opened. 


It will be understood that, owing to the frequent changes in our 
population, many of these cards are not at present in circulation. 


Books taken out during the year are classified as follows: Fine 
Arts, 1: Biography, 30; Poetry, 14; Fiction, 2,098; History, 93; 
Literature, 41; Natural Science, 27; Periodicals, 8; Sociology, 7; 
Travels, 76; Useful Arts, 12; Reference, 1; Religion, 5; Miscel- 
laneous, 6. ‘Total, 2,419. 


The number of volumes added during the year is 141, making a 
total of 874, the total as it appeared last year being incorrect. 


Of these, one hundred seven have been acquired by purchase, and 
thirty-four have been gifts, for which we take this opportunity of 
returning thanks. 


Four have been received from the State; seven volumes were the 
gift of the late George F. Pearl; eight volumes, a complete set of 
Thackeray, have been received from William M. Cushing ; two volumes 
from Warrenzo K. Seaver; one volume each from Mrs. Henry S. Kelley, 
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Ned S. Sleeper, Mrs. J. E. Hardy, and Mrs. Moody Currier of Man- 
chester; and from Miss Lizzie A. Clement, several volumes of Granite 
State Monthly. 


While the Trustees are glad to renew the offer of preceding years 
to meet the expense of binding good magazines, we would especially 
request that any one having volumes, or odd numbers of the Granite 
State Monthly donate them to the library, as these magazines contain 
so many articles relating to the history of places and persons in our 
State, that a complete set would be a valuable possession. 


The Trustees have spent much time and thought over the selection 
of the books, and the difficult problem of making a little money go a 
long way; and, by their presence in Boston near stock-taking time, 
have been able to make many purchases at prices much below the 
publishers’ rates.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION 


OF THE 


TOWN OF PLAISTOW. 


In accordance with law and custom, the Board of Education sub- 
mits the following report for the year 1900-1901: 


While we are not unconscious of ‘the fact, that there is yet room 
for many improvements, we feel confident that our schools have made 
commendable progress during the year. 


Our expenses have been more than last year; nevertheless, we 
are pleased to report that our schools have been in session thirty-six 
weeks, divided as follows: spring term, thirteen weeks; fall term, 
twelve weeks; winter term, eleven weeks. A small balance in the 
treasury at the beginning of the year, together with a liberal allow- 
ance from the State has made this possible. 


In consideration of the fact that our school: appropriations were 
not reduced at the last annual Town Meeting, and that we were able to 
report a larger number of pupils this year, the special State school 
fund was thirty-two dollars and fifty cents more than that of the pre- 
ceding year. 


sea BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


One of the conditions under which this special appropriation is 
made, is that the beneficiary towns shall make their appropriations as 
much, or more than they have been in the past. _—It 1s the purpose of 
the State Superintendent of Public Instruction, to provide better edu- 
cational privileges in those towns registering a large number of pupils 
in proportion to the valuation. ‘To carry out the instructions of the 
State officials, new branches of study should be added, and the salaries 
of some of the teachers increased. We recommend therefore that 
eight hundred dollars, in addition to the amount required by law, be 
raised and appropriated for regular school expenses, and one hundred 
and fifty dollars for books and supplies. It will be noticed that this 
last is fifty dollars less than the amount appropriated for the same pur- 
pose for the past two years. We are confident that no more will be 
required, but we recommend that this amount be placed in the hands 
of the School Board. | 


Under the present arrangement, all bills for supplies remain un- 
paid till the end of the year. This is far from satisfactory to many of 
the business houses, and we are sure that with the money on hand to 
pay for our goods when purchased, from five to ten per cent. can be 
saved. 


For four terms, the North Main street school-house was closed, 
and the children transported to the Centre schools with satisfactory 
results, but owing to the crowded condition at the Pollard building 
and an increase in the number of pupils at the North Main street dis- 
trict, it was found necessary to re-open the school in September. 


It is to be regretted that adequate quarters cannot be provided at 
the Centre for all the pupils in the town, as the advantages there 
offered are far better than can possibly be provided for the small 
schools in the outlying districts. 


Our school buildings will require no extensive repairs during the 
coming year. We think the fifty dollars appropriated at the last 
school meeting for painting and repairing the Westville school-house 
has been well expended. The outside of the building has been 
repaired and painted two coats, and we were able also to provide inside 
folding blinds for the windows, without exceeding the appropriation. - 
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It is the desire of the Board that the parents should interest them- 
selves in the work that is being done in our schools. We have been 
gratified to note the large attendance on exhibition days, and that a 
few have visited the schools during the regular sessions. A manifest 
interest on the part of the parents encourages the pupils and is a source 
of gratification to the teacher. 


In our last annual report, we referred to the graded system under 
which our Centre Schools are now conducted. This is no longer an 
experiment, but an established rule which is highly satisfactory in its 
results. Each pupil received a report card on which is recorded his 
deportment, scholarship, etc. This is submitted to the parent for ex- 
amination and signature, and he is requested to confer with the teacher 
in case the report is unsatisfactory. 


Promotions are made from grade to grade according to the aver- 
age per cent. of the pupil’s work. _ We are anxious to have this system 
extended to all our schools as soon as possible. 


With the kindly assistance of the teachers of the Pollard schools, 
we have arranged the following course of study which, while it cannot 
be followed to the letter in the smaller schools, it may be accepted as 
showing as clearly as possible the work that our schools are doing. 
This we do not regard as permanent or complete, but subject to ‘such 
revisions and improvements as circumstances may, from time to time, 
require.

Practice daily the tones of 
the scale from Music Ladder or chart. Advance as fast as the pro- 
ficiency of the pupils will admit. Require good position, and work for 
pure tones and good expression. 


GRADES IV, V, VI, VII AND VIII. 


Ten minutes each day is devoted to music, and in a school of 
many grades the progress in the reading of notes is very slow. During 
the last year, the work has been wholly in the key of C. Exercises and 
songs have been learned from the Music Reader. On Monday morn- 
ing fifteen minutes is given to patriotic exercises, and the pupils now 
know nearly all of the National songs. 


DRAWING. 


GRADES VI, VII AND VIII. 


Good results have been obtained in map-drawing. A little me- 
chanical drawing and drawing from nature has been done. 


It is the desire of the Board to improve the course of study as 
speedily as possible. More attention should be given to Music and 
Drawing in some of our schools, and a few advanced studies added. 
There is no reason why our schools should not have such an equipment, 
that when pupils have completed the course they will be prepared to 
enter any High school or Academy in the Land.

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REPORT 


OF 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


In May, the Board made their annual inspection of the town, and 
with few exceptions, found the town in a very sanitary condition. The 
places were promptly looked after and the owners had their premises 
placed in a sanitary condition at once. The Board has investigated 
twenty-four cases reported to them, and prompt action has been taken 
in the same. Eight houses have been fumigated by the Board, and 
School-houses Nos. | and 6 have been thoroughly fumigated during 
vacation. Seventeen contagious diseases have been reported to the 
Board: measles, 7; scarlet fever, 8; .diphtheria, 2. Prompt action 
has been taken in each case, the houses placarded according to law, the 
patients isolated and premises fumigated. Small-pox has visited our 
State, but luckily not Plaistow, and we believe that with a well equipped 
Bacteriological Laboratory at Concord, which our Legislature has just 
voted to establish, we will be in a better condition to fight contagious 
diseases.
